Finds Bits of Mortar Underneath Window 
Of Convicted Bank Bandit’s Cell in Jail 
V ani at 10:15 O’clock Tuesday Night. 


PRISONER HAD CUT LAROE HOLE 
THROUGH 18-INCH BRICK W ALL 


An attempt of Harry Carbaugh, 20, convicted Fairfield 
bank bandit, to escape from the Adams county jail Tuesday 
night, the eve of his departure for the Eastern penitentiary 
to serve a ten to twenty-year sen­ 
tence, was thwarted by the alertness 
of Sheriff Bernard W. Spence. 
After hours of painstakingly si­ 
lent labor, Carbaugh had cut his way 
through the 18-inch brick wall of the 
cell block at the county jail and was 
ready to make his escape? after a few 
minutes more labor. 
The prisoner 
had used a 20-inch iron bar, secured 
in some unknown manner from the 
jail yard, where it was used in horse­ 
shoe pitching, and, a five-inch section 
of a steel hacksaw blade. 
Sheriff Discovers Plot 
The attempt to break jail was 
discovered about 10:15 o’clock Tuesday evening by Sheriff 
Spence as he made his last rounds of the cell block before re­ 
tiring. 
The sheriff walked through the jail yard and as he 
turned the southeast corner of the cell block he noticed a 
sprinkling of white mortar oil the concrete beneath Car- 
baugh’s cell window. 
The mortar was clearly visible in the 
moonlight that flooded the jail yard. 
Leaving Noah Jeffeoat, cook at the jail, on guard with a 
night stick beneath the cell window, Sheriff Spence ran to the 
telephone and called Deputy Sheriff Daniel Wolfe, who was at 
Thompson’s restaurant. 
Accompanied by Corporal L. D. 
(iritman, of the local sub-station of the state police, who had 
just entered the restaurant, the deputy ran to the jail. 
Find Cell in Darkness 
Armed with night sticks and leaving their guns outside 
the cell block, Wolfe and the state trooper opened the cell 
door and found Carbaugh lying on the cot. 
His cell was in 
darkness because he had tampered with tile electric light 
soeket, so that he could not be surprised while digging 
through the wall. 
Carbaugh was removed from the cell, handcuffed and 
shackled in another cell for the remainder of the night. This 
morning at 7 o’clock he was taken to Philadelphia by Sheriff 
Spence 
and Corporal (Iritman, where he will begin the sen­ 
tence imposed last Saturday by Judge VV. C. Sheely following 
the prisoner’s conviction last week in court here. 
At the time 
of the trial, Carbaugh maintained innocence and claimed that 
he had been “framed” by the jealous husband of a mountain 
woman with whom he said he had been keeping company. 
• 
Sheriff Spence said he is con­ 
vinced that Carbaugh had been bur- 
roughing his way through the Jail 
wall for at least two nights.

Not a sound had been heard from 
Car bangles 
cell 
during

It was

tier of the wall that led to the dis­ 
covery. A clogged drain pipe in the 
prisoner’s cell provided the answer 
to the question of what Carbaugh 
had done with tlu* mortar removed 
J rom the inside. 
Severs Big Holt 
Using the Iron bar, the man had 
pried loose a heavy plank that was 
bolted to til** brick wall. The hack 
saw was used to serer a big bolt that 
held the plank so that he would 
have room to work on live bricks 
that lay back of the board. 
About 
15 bricks were lying on tile floor of 
the cell when the officers entered. 
Other bricks ii ad been replaced in 
the wall but were loose and ready 
for instant removal. 
Sheriff Spence suspects that Car­ 
bamyl was receiving assistance from 
another prisoner in the jail and a 
thorough 
Investigation was being 
made at the county institution to­ 
day by Trooper F. G. McCartney 
and Deputy Sheriffs Wolfe and B. 
E. Bixler to learn how Carbaugh 
had secured the bar. the saw blade 
and a section of broom handle 
which he hat! fashioned into a 
handle for the blade, 
Carbaugh told the officers Tues­ 
day night rfter ids work had been 
discovered that tie had bren unas­ 
sisted and had smuggled the iron 
bar from the jail yard Sunday, the 
last day the prisoners had been ex­ 
ercised, 
He declared that the sec­ 
tion of saw' blade lead been found 
back of a plank in the cell wall 
where it had been placed by a pris­ 
oner IO rears ago. 
Carbaugh said 
he had known that the saw was in 
hiding there. 
Officers discounted 
his story as improbable and are 
making a determined effort to learn 
through what channels Carbaugh 
had received assistance. 
Smuggled Iron liar 
Sheriff Spence said he is positive 
| that none of Carbaugh’s visitors 
j could have passed the blade to him 
for all had talked to him through a 
grilled and screened door.

Academy as part of the annual June i 
week ceremonies. 
T he week will 
reach a climax with the graduation 
of about 260 midshipmen on June 4, 
The reproduction of the destruc­ 
tion of the frigate—one of the dar­ 
ing episodes of American naval his­ 
tory—will be staged the night of 
May 30 in tile Dewey Basin. It will 
bt* a phase in a program which will 
include the arrival of King Neptune 
to greet Rear-Admiral David Foote 
Sellers, superintendent of the acad­ 
emy; an elaborate fireworks display 
on the shores of the Severn river, 
and a parade of boats to the battle­ 
ship Wyoming, where a dance will 
be held. 
Other Warships To Be There 
Besides the Wyoming, the battle­ 
ships Arkansas and Oklahoma and 
five destroyers will be anchored of! 
the academy. 
They will be joined 
on June 3 by the cruiser Indianapo­ 
lis. 
The Incident u’hich Admiral Sell­ 
ers has decided to reproduce oc­ 
curred on February 16, 1804, in the 
harbor of Tripoli. Im patient of pay­ 
ing tribute to the Barbary Corsairs, 
President Thomas Jefferson fitted 
out a squadron to protect American 
rights. Ctxmrnondore Edward Preble 
later was placed in charge of the 
squadron, which included the fri­ 
gates Constitution and Philadelphia, 
five small brigs and schooners.

Bainbridge, went 
aground on a reef. The helpless fri- I 
gate was attacked and captured by 
the Corsairs. 
They repaired the 
damage done by Americans when 
they found they were about to be j 
captured, and fitted the ship with I 
the gums the Americans had tossed 
over bottrd. 
While the bey of Tripoli was con­ 
gratulating him self on obtaining the 
thirty-six-gun 
frigate. Commodore j 
Preble determined to destroy it, and 
selected Decatur for the mission. 
The young officer— later to become 
one of the nation’s great naval com­ 
manders—fitted out. a captured Tri­ 
politan vessel, which he named the 
Intrepid. 
W ith a volunteer crew of 
sixty-two men and five officers, he 
finally, after being delayed by bad 
weather, started into the harbor un­ 
der cover of darkness. 
The Intrepid was rigged in the 
Tripolitan manner and the crew, 
dressed as Corsairs, managed to ob­ 
tain permission from the Corsairs on 
the Philadelphia to tie up to her an­ 
chor chain. 
Pursuing this ruse, the 
Americans got the bow of the In­ 
trepid under the anchor chain be­ 
fore they were discovered. 
Swanning 
aboard 
the captured 
frigate after a short fight, firing 
squads set it ablaze I rom stem to 
stern. The burning ship lighted up 
the harbor and drew the lire of the 
Tripolitan forts. 
Under this fusil­ 
lade th** crew of the Interpid took to 
their oars and managed to get away 
uninjured.
